REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


This  has  been  a  very  interesting  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  State  Representative,  Mr.  George 
Wiggins,  we  were  able  to  obtain  an  International  tv/o-ton  truck  for 
the  cost  of  going  after  it.  This  is  in  very  good  condition.  It  has 
been  put  to  good  usage  as  a  sanding  truck,  therefore,  releasing 
■equipment   for    other    purposes. 

Ed's  Equipment  of  Claremont  was  a  low  bidder,  by  approx- 
imately one  thousand  dollars,  on  the  new  highway  truck  which  was 
delivered  during  the  last  part  of  December.  We  believe  this  was 
the  first  truck  purchased  by  the  town  that  has  met  all  specifica- 
tions recommended  by  the  equipment  committee.  A  big  "thank 
you"  is  in  order  for  the  fine  job  this  committee  has  done. 

The  tax  rate  for  the  year  1977  was  considerably  higher  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  State  Tax  Commission  would  not  approve  the 
borrov/ing  of  money  for  a  fire  truck.  The  commission  said  that  the 
article  in  the  warrant  did  not  specify  the  borrov/ing  of  money. 
Therefore,  the  entire  amount  had  to  be  raised  this  year. 

The  access  road  to  the  Eastman  development  has  been  "roughed 
out"  and  should  be  completed  in    1978. 

The  tax  map  has  been  completed  and  will  be  stored  In  the 
Town  Office. 

Springfield's  new  industry  known  as  the  Durgin  and  Crowell 
Lumber  Company  continues  to  expand.  A  new  dry  kiln  will  go 
into  operation  this  spring.  This  will  increase  our  tax  base.  The 
registration  of  this  company's  trucks,  trailers  and  other  vehicles 
has  done  much  to  increase  our  town's  revenue.  We  thank  Mr. 
Durgin  and  Mr.  Crowell  for  the  cooperation  they  have  given  us 
and  wish  them  continued  success. 

The  Selectmen  v/ish  to  offer  their  praises  to  all  departments 
for  having  kept  their  expenses  within  their  budget. 

We  also  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to   Mr.   Henry   Kidder,   III, 
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(Hank)  for  the  generous  advice  and  assistance   he  has   rendered   to 
us    during    the    past   year. 

Many  thanks  to  Mrs.  Marjorie  George,  our  secretary,  for  the 
splendid   job   she   has   done  this   past  year.

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ORDINANCE 


Sunapee — Recycling  Facility 

1.  Hours 

The  recycling  facility  will  be  open  for  use  by  Sunapee  residents 
and  non-resident  property  owners  during  the  following  doys  end 
hours    under   the   following   conditions: 

A.  Admission  to  the  facility  will  be  by  permit  or  sticker  issued 
by   the    Selectmen. 

B.  The  facility  will  be  open  the  following  hours: 

9:00  -   5:00   Monday,  Tuesday  and   Friday=r24  hrs. 

Closed  Wednesday  and  Thursday 

9:00  -   5:00  Saturday=8   hrs. 

9:00  -    1:00  Sunday=4  hrs. 

The  facility  will  not  be  open  more  than  40  hrs.  per  v/eek. 

2.  Separation 

All  materials  shall  be  separated  into  the  following  categories: 

A.  Glass:  shall  mean  all  empty  glass  containers  and  all  other 
reasonably  clean  glass  products. 

B.  Metal:  shall  mean  all  small  metal  pieces  and  metal  containers 
and  cans. 

C.  Garbage:  shall  mean  any  other  household  waste  which  is 
not  listed  above. 

D.  Tree  Limbs,  Brush,  Building  Materials,  Scrap  Metal,  (I.  e.,  car 
parts,  pipe,  wire)  Scrap  Metal,  White  Goods  (I.  e.,  refrigera- 
tors, stoves,  water  heaters,  etc.)  shall  be  placed  at  their 
proper  locations  as  indicated  by  the  manager  of  the  facility. 

There  shall  be  a  5  cent  a  pound  service  fee  for  trash  which  Is 
not  separated  into  the  above  categories.  These  fees  shall  be  as- 
sessed at  the  facility  and  paid  to  the  Town   of  Sunapee. 

3.  Supervision 

The  manager  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  the  use  of  the  facility 
to  any  citizen  who  is  misusing  said  facility. 

4.  Burning 

All  outside  burninq  at  the  facility  shall  be  at  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  District  Fire  Warden. 

Tires  and  tubes  will  be  accepted  if  separated  from  other  materials. 
There  will   be   no   burning   of  tires   and   inner-tubes;    it   is   illegal. 
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5.  Shooting 

Shoofing  is  prohibited  at  the  facility. 

6.  Non-Resident   Rubbish   Collectors 

Non-Resident    rubbish    collectors    will  be    permitted    to    use    the 

Sunapee   facility   for   materials,    etc.,  collected   within    the    limits 

of  Sunapee  Township  only,  unless  an  agreement  has  been   made 
v/ith    another   town. 

7.  All  commercial  containers  shall  be  kept  water  tight  and  dry. 
Repeated  pick-up  loads  will  be  based  on  an  accumulative  basis. 
A  record  of  the  charges  will  be  given  to  the  driver  of  the  truck 
dumping  such  materials  at  the  time  of  dumping.  Weekly  or 
monthly  payment  as  agreed,  of  Dump  Use  Fee  to  the  Selectmen 
of  the  Town   of  Sunapee  will   be   required. 

8.  The  gate  will  be  locked  at  all  times  when  the  dump  is  not  open  to 
the  public.  Anyone  not  authorized,  apprehended  inside  the 
Recycling  Facility  area  when  it  is  supposed  to  be  locked  will  be 
charged  with  violation  of  the  above  ordinance  and  be  subject  to 
a  maximum  fine  of  $50.00.  Also,  anyone  leaving  rubbish  any- 
place other  than  designated  areas  will  be  subject  to  this  fine. 

9.  Any  previous  ordinances  shall  be  considered  void  upon  the  pas- 
sage  of  this  ordinance.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 
FOR   1977  FOR  THE  LIBBIE  A.  CASS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


The  library  applied  for  and  was  accepted  into  the  Statewide 
Development  Program  which  entitles  us  to  the  services  of  a  con- 
sultant, who  is  even  now  helping  us  weed  and  update  the  collection. 
This  program  also  allows  patrons  in  good  standing  with  the  library 
to  apply  for  a  statewide  card  which  is  valid  in  any  library  in  the 
state.  In  order  to  try  to  meet  the  state  requirements  we  have 
doubled  the  hours  in  which  the  library  is  open  from  2  to  4  hours  a 
week. 

The  big  book  purchase  of  the  year  was  a  1977  World  Book 
which  gives  us  a  new  up  to  date  encyclopedia.  We  also  subscribed 
to  two  periodicals,  Newsweek  and  Nature,  the  latter  being  a  Nation- 
al Geographic  magazine  for  the  younger  patrons.  Free  movies 
were  shown  during  the  fall  months  and  while  we  experienced  some 
disappointments  due  to  films  arriving  late  from  the  state  library, 
by  and  large  it  was  a  successful  experiment  and  will  be  continued 
in  the   spring. 

The  physical  appearance  of  the  library  was  enhanced  by  the 
rebuilding  of  the  front  porch  and  the  cabinets  in  the  children's 
room  were  removed  to  make  way  for  more  shelves  for  the  expanded 
children's  section. 

A  story  hour  was  conducted  during  the  summer  months  by 
Fran  Crowell  with  the  assistance  of  Priscilla  Meyer  and  Marjorie 
Parsons.  Fran  also  supervised  this  group  and  secured  a  float  for 
the  Hospital  Day  Parade  in  New  London  and  arranged  a  very  suc- 
cessful Christmas  Party  for  the  town's  children.  We  are  extremely 
indebted  to  Fran  for  all  of  her  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  library. 
Our  thanks  also  to  Jay  and  Janet  Booker  who  have  lent  their  equip- 
ment and  giiven  their  time  to  show  the  movies  to  the  town  and  also 
to  the  children  of  the  Kindergarten,  and  to  the  many  people  who 
donated    so    generously   to    the    children's    Christmas    party. 

We   are   trying   hard   to   make  the   library   a   vital   part   of  this 

town  and  we  appreciate  the  interest  of  its  patrons  and  invite  the 
non-library  users  to  come  and  see  the  new  books  and  periodicals 
and   get  acquainted  with  this  town   service.

Because  the  council  covered  such  a  wide  area  in  1972,  two 
sub  regional  connmissions  were  nnade.  Now,  due  to  the  population 
and  development  growth,  these  rural  regions  are  changing  into 
closely  related  suburban  communities,  needing  more  guidance.  The 
interaction  of  the  two  commissions  is  much  greater.  To  make  the 
Council  more  efficient,  the  two  sections  of  the  Upper  Valley  Plan- 
ning Commission  and  the  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion; have  consolidated  into  the  one  Council,  having  one  set  of 
officers,  and  meetings  every  month. 

Among  the  projects  discussed  this  last  year  (F.Y.  1978)  the 
Council  has  approved  and  presented  to  Municipal,  State,  and  Fed- 
eral Officials,  a  Regional  Land  Use  Plan  and  a  Regional  Housing 
Plan. 

For  the  fourth  year  (F.Y.  1979),  the  assessment  rate  for  New 
Hampshire  will  stay  the  same,  69c  per  capita,  based  on  the  current 
resident  popuiation  figures.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  Is  a  joint  state  and  town/ 
city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens 
in  each  town/city  upon  the  recoinmmendatlons  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the 
kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow 
by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe. 
He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state 
sha'ring  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  In  excess  of  '/4  of  I  %  of  the 
assessed  valuation   of  the  town   are   assumed   by  the   state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also 
supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  sup- 
plies for  suppression   and   prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  In  1893, 
works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest 
acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  In  the  United  State  for  the  past 
25  years.

As  you  can  see  by  the  cover  of  this  year's  town  report,  we 
have  a  new  used  American  LeFrance  fire  truck.  This  truck  enabled 
the  town  to  get  a  new  insurance  classification  of  9-E.  This  is  the 
highest  classification  that  a  rural  town  can  receive  without  pres- 
surized hydrants.  Anyone  living  within  a  three  mile  radius  of  a 
recognized  fire  station  is  entitled  to  an  approximate  one  third 
reduction   on   their   house   insurance    rate. 

The  day  of  the  volunteer  firemen  meeting  at  the  fire  station 
when  there  is  a  fire  is  gone.  Today  we  must  go  to  schools  and 
have  State  instructors  come  to  our  station  receive  the  latest  tech- 
niques in  fire  fighting.  Building  materials  change  so  fast  and  so 
many  of  them  are  highly  flammable  and  the  gasses  they  put  out 
are  silent  and  deadly,  the  training  must  continue. 

I  highly  recommend  a  smoke  detector  for  a  home,  especially 
If  you   use  a  wood  stove. 

Fire  prevention  should  be  an  on  going  thing,  not  just  once 
a  year,  so  if  we  can  help  you  In  anyway,  please  feel  free  to  call  us.

The  past  year  has  been  spent  working  with  the  Fire  Department 
on  a  Drill  Field,  and  with  the  EMT's  on  a  vehicle.  An  ambulance 
has  been  obtained  and  was  picked  up  in  January.

This  year  we  will  be  working  with  the  EMT's  with  the  purchase  of 
necessary  equipment  and  to  continue  the  study  of  a  Fire  Depart- 
ment Drill  Field.  Our  requests  for  equipment  are  still  on  file  with 
State  Civil  Defense  and  as  equipment  becomes  available  we  hope 
to  obtain  that  v/hich  will  benefit  the  town.

Annual  Report 

This  year,  trash  disposal  for  the  town  has  reached  the  crisis 
stage.  The  cut  off  from  the  Newport  dump,  environmental  regula- 
tions and  the  financial  capabilities  are  severely  limiting  the  options 
available  to   small   towns  for  trash   disposals   systems. 

For  the  immediate  future,  the  development  of  a  transfer  system 
appears  to  be  the  most  promising.  Several  companies  have  been 
asked  for  information  as  to  costs  and  methods  that  could  be  used 
In  the  town.     Essentially  they  fall  into  four  basic  systems. 

1.  Individual  hauling  direct  to  an  available  landfill. 

2.  A  large  non-compacting  container  which  would  be  emptied 
on   a   weekly   basis. 

3.  A  number  of  smaller  containers  located  around  town  to  be 
emptied  on  a  weekly  basis. 

4.  A  single  compactor  unit  which  could   be  emptied   on   an   as 
needed   basis. 

In  general,  these  systems  do  not  provide  a  means  for  disposing  of 
stumps,  slash,  waste  wood,  appliances  or  tires,  which  leaves  the 
town  with  the  need  to  develop   a   location  for  such  disposal. 

Beyond  the  basic  annual  cost  there  is  a  start  up  cost  for  estab- 
lishing these  systems.     These  include  such  items  as: 

1.  Site   preparation 

2.  Utilities 

3.  Fencing 

4.  Attendant  station 

5.  Attendant  payroll 

Some  annual  cost  of  operation  could  be  recovered  by  requir- 
ing trash  separation  and  recovery  of  re-cyclable  waste  materials — 
paper,   glass,   cans,   etc. 

Looking  down  the  road  a  few  years,  it  is  obvious  that  landfills 
are  only  an  interim  process.  We  are  rapidly  running  out  of  avail- 
able space  as  well  as  creating  new  environmental  problems.  County 
or  regional  disposal  systems  are  even  now  being  explored.  In  view 
of  the  situation  that  the  town  faces,  we  feel  that  we  have  an  op- 
portunity to  exert  some  leadership  in  the  future  development  of  a 
county   or   regional   disposal   facility.

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REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 


Your  Representative   Reports: 

Last  year  I  reported  to  you  on  the  changing  makeup  of  the 
legislature  and,  after  watching  the  people  at  work,  I  sonnetimes 
wonder  in   what  direction  we  are  going. 

I  was  successful  in  getting  passed  an  amended  Administrative 
Procedure  Act.  This  act  will  slow  down  the  rulings  by  commissions 
that  have  the  effect  of  laws. 

I  was  also  successful  in  getting  some  needed  amendments  to 
Municipal  laws  passed.  These  were  co-sponsored  with  Represent- 
ative  Bednar  of  Hudson. 

I  worked  with  a  group  that  reviewed  the  proposed  budgets 
that  the  Senate  and  House  had  been  unable  to  agree  on.  They 
finally  accepted  some  of  our  suggestions  and  we  ended  up  with  a 
budget,  even  though  the  Committee  of  Conference  footnoted  it 
thereby  creating  legislation  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  manner. 

I  also  worked  for  egualizing  retirement  credits  for  all  state 
employees.  in  the  past  the  method  of  determining  retirement 
credits  was  very   unfair  to   many. 

Additional  monies  in  the  amount  of  $16,000,000,  were  raised 
to  go  back  to  cities  and  towns.  These  monies  will  be  distributed 
by  a  new  formula  that  will  help  the  areas  of  growing  population 
and  industry. 

We  had  2,000  proposed  laws  introduced.  This  is  too  many 
for  any  one  legislative  session.  It  does  not  give  the  legislators 
ample  time  to  research  the  merits  of  the  proposals.  We  should 
have  a  screening  committee  to  review  the  importance  of  the  pro- 
posals that  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  legislature.
